Ballot Date for Beaver Creek Fire 
Dept. May Be Decided Monday 


A date for a vote on starting a Beaver Creek Fire Dept. 
may be decided at the Beaver Creek Township regular 
meeting Monday June 14. The question of starting the fire 
dept. may be placed on the Aug. 10 primary. 

Voters will be asked if a special tax assessment district 
should be created for the fire dept. If voters approve, the 
costs of starting a fire dept. is estimated to be about $173,000 
spread over six years. The total of $173,000 is estimated to 
cover the cost of purchasing a pumper, tanker, and other 
equipment, plus construct a three-bay building and train 
volunteers and operate the dept. for the six years. The 
millage rate is estimated to be about 1.3 mills for the first 
year if voters say yes tostarting their own dept.

The Authority 
Of the Law 
Romans 7:1-46 


This article should have 
preceded the June 3rd 
column. 

The central teaching of 
Romans 7:1-6 is best sum- 
marized by Paul's statement 
in Galatians 2:19: “For I 
through the law am dead to 
the law, that I might live un- 
to God.” 

The dominion of God’s law 
is concerned with those who 
are alive under such law. 
“Know ye not, brethren (for 
I speak to them that know 
the law,) how that the law 
hath dominion over a man as 
long as he liveth?”’ Romans 
71. 

Death frees one from 
God’s law even as the 
anology of marriage suppor- 
ts: “For the woman which 
hath an husband is bound by 
the law to her husband ‘so 
long as he liveth; but if the 
husband be dead, she is 
loosed from the law of her 
husband.” Verse 2. 

One cannot claim sanctifi- 
cation by God’s law and 
God’s grace at the same 
time, just as a woman can’t 
be married to two husbands: 
“So then if, while her 
husband liveth, she be 
married to another man, she 
shall be called an 
adulteress: but if her 
husband be dead, she is free 
from that law; so that she is 
no adulteress, though she be 
married to another man,” 
Verse 3. 

To apply these truthes to 
our sanctification, the law of 
Ged condemned us to death 
for our sin. Christ took our 
place and died for our sins, 
fulfilling the demands of the 
law. God’s righteous law has 
been satisfied, and we owe 
our ee to Jesus

Certain citizen groups evidently 
feel the Legislature is not ad- 
dressing three areas they feel impor- 
tant. . 

The groups, seeking initiated laws 
to curb utility rates, to call for a 
nuclear weapons freeze and to elim- 
inate due-on-sale clauses in mort- 
gages, have filed petitions to get the 
question on the 1984 ballot. Onc 
such question seeks to cut welfare 
benefits in Michigan. 

The utility rate proposal, spear- 
headed by Attorney General Frank 
J. Kelley and the Michigan Citizens 
Lobby, would ban automatic rate 
increases to cover a utility's in- 
creased costs for fuel or purchased 
power, requiring full contested hear- 
ings on those rates as on regular rate 
requests. 

The proposed act would further 
prohibit a utility from asking for a 
rate increase while a prior rate case 
is pending and prohibit the Public 
Service Commission from holding 
two or more hearings on the same 
case at the same time. 

Kelley said the proposal would 
return utility rate regulation to the 
method used for 50 years, 

He added he would actively op- 
pose efforts by the Legislature to 
put a competing proposal on the 
ballot, a move often only leading to 
voter confusion. 

Meanwhile, Representative Jack 
Gingrass (D-Iron Mountain) is 
reviewing a proposed legislative 
alternative to the petition drive as 
the Legislature has another 40 days 
beyond the petition deadline to ap- 
prove or reject a proposed initiated 
law. 

The House Economic Develop- 
ment and Energy Committee, which 
Gingrass chairs, is discussing the 
possibility of the Legislature draf- 
ting a legislative initiative that 
would also prohibit automatic pass- 
through rate increases for natural 
gas and electric utilities. 

Gingrass suggested that such a

proposal might be drafted because 
of concerns that the initiated 
proposal could prove detrimental to 
consumers and utilities alike. 
Another 375,000 signatures were 
filed in favor of a proposal calling for 
a freeze on the development of 
nuclear weapons. The _ proposal 
requires the Legislature to petition 


the federal government for a freeze 


in the development and deployment 
of nuclear weapons. 

Michigan would be the fourth 
state to have a proposal on the 
ballot in November along with 
California, Wisconsin and Rhode 
Island. New Jersey could follow as a 
proposal in that state is waiting the 
signature of the governor. 

The mortgage proposal, banning 
mortgage clauses requiring the 
payment of the balance of the mor- 
tgage when a house is sold rather 
than permitting a buyer to assume 
the mortgage and its existing in- 
terest rate, was backed by an 
estimated 330,000 signatures. 

Initiated laws require an 
estimated 239,377 valid signatures 
to get a question on the ballot.

ment-setting benefits at the average 
of the five surrounding states of 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, In- 
diana and Ohio-fell about 75,000 
signatures short of making the 1982 
ballot. 

The petition drive will continue, 
said leader Nancy Clark of a group 
called ‘‘Save Our State’’. She said 
the group now hopes to complete the 
requirements by June, with an aim 
at qualifying for the 1984 ballot. 

Clark said the recently-enacted in- 
come tax increase, the urging of 
Florida officials that refugees go to 
Michigan for welfare benefits, and 
the organizational aid of the state 
Chamber of Commerce were all 
enormous assistance in the last 
month, but they came too late. She 
concluded the main problem encoun- 
tered by petitioners was apathy.

AMENDED NOTICE OF HEARING ON ELIMINATION OR 
REVISION OF AUTOMATIC ADJUSTMENT CLAUSES 


On April 13, 1982, the Commission ordered a series of 


public hearings throughout the State to receive public com- 


ment on the elimination of automatic adjustment clauses 
of regulated electric and gas utilities and the possible 
adoption by the Commission of other concepts, including 
those embodied in House Bill 5527 and Substitute House 
Bil] 5528. In addition, a generic proceeding was ordered 
to commence on June 14, 1982 to receive evidence on a 
proposal for replacing the existing adjustment clauses. 
The public hearings have now been completed. 

In the background of the Commission’s Order of April 
13, 1982, were two earlier cases: (1) Case No. U-6490, 
involving a controversy on automatic adjustment clauses 
for electric companies and the appropriateness of federal 
standards regarding those clauses; and (2) Case No. 
U-6878, involving Consumers Power and larger monthly 
gas bills due to a purchase of Algerian LNG by Trunk- 
line Gas Company, Consumers Power Company’s major 
supplier. 

. The Commission's Order of April 13th indicated that 
the generic proceeding would be investigatory in nature 
and not conducted as a contested case. The Commission 
is convinced, in part due to comments received at the 
public hearings, that there is some public sentiment 


which favors a more expeditious substitution of the ex- 
isting clauses than contemplated in the Apnil 13th Order. 


Therefore, the Commission amends its Apnl 13th Order 
to indicate that the generic proceeding which was to 
commence June 14, 1982 should be adjourned to June 
21, 1982 and conducted as a contested case, designed 
to have an impact on the rate structures of all regulated 
electric and gas utilities. Additional proceedings may 
be ordered for specific utilities thereafter. 

The Commission will consider, in these proceedings, 
the elimination of existing adjustment clauses and the 
development of a general framework for mechanisms 
which may be substituted for the existing adjustment 


clauses of all regulated gas and electric utilities includ- 


ing those embodied in the two legislative proposals 
that attempt to address these issues, House Bill 5527 
and Substitute House Bill 5528, the first of which was 


reported out unanimously by the House Economic De- 
velopment and Energy Committee. Although the Com- 


mission recognizes that those bills reflect an effort to 
revise existing gas and electric adjustment clauses, 


it must be noted that the Committee has delayed for- 


warding the bills to the full House until April 27. 
Having no assurance that the bills, which are part of a 
package of bills that has been under study for more than 
two years, will be enacted this year, the Commission 
believes that it should explore ways to revise or eliminate 
existing adjustment clauses to the extent that such can 
be done administratively. Additional proceedings may 
be ordered for specific utilities thereafter. 

Because the cost of reproducing the legislative bills 
could be considerable, the Commission will summarize 
their essential features. The bills would: 

(1) Establish annual hearings for the major gas and 

electric utilities in order to examine the reasonable- 

ness and prudency of the decisions underlying their 

“plans” for the purchase of fuel or electric power. 

(2) Establish a forum for public scrutiny of major 

long-term contracts negotiated or contemplated by 

electric and gas utilities. 

(3) Require affirmative action by the Commission 


before final approval of increases due to changes 
in the cost of gas, fuel or electric power, thus 
eliminating the “automatic” nature of the fuel cost 
and purchased gas clauses. 
(4) Require a reconciliation process annually which 
reviews the actual amounts collected under the 
clauses and the amounts actually expended by the 
utilities for fuel and electric power; disallow spect- 
fied expenditures; require refunds with interest for 
overcollections and a higher standard of proof to 
be met by a utility claiming excess expenditures 
inconsistent with Commission order. 

(5) Allow the Commission to require the smaller 

utilities (those other than Consumers Power Company, 

The Detroit Edison Company and Michigan Con- 

solidated Gas Company) to comply with those 

provisions of the bills that are appropriate for their 
operations. 
Interested parties may obtain copies of the bills from 
thé Legislative Service Bureau. 

In addition to the provisions summarized above, the 
Commission would encourage parties to this proceeding 
to address the provision allowing utilities to be reim- 
bursed for previous underrecoveries. 

Jurisdiction is pursuant to 1909 PA 106, as amended, 
MCLA 460.551 et seq.; 1909 PA 300, as amended, 
MCLA 462.2 et seq,; 1919 PA 419, as amended, MCLA

seq.; 1969 PA 306, as amended, MCLA 24.201 et seq.: 
and the Commission’s Rules of Practice and Procedure, 
1979 Administrative Code, R 460.11 et seq.

A. The initial hearing in this matter will be held at

Any person 
seeking to intervene, in accordance with Rule 11 of the 
Rules of Practice and Procedure Before the Commission, 
shall file with the Commission, on or before June 21, 1982, 
an Original and 12 copies of a petition to intervene. 

Subparagraph (2) of said Rule 11 provides as follows: 
“(2) A petition to intervene shall set out clearly and 
concisely the facts supporting the petitioner’s alleged 
right or interest, the grounds of the proposed inter- 
vention, and the position of the petitioner in the pro- 
ceeding, so as fully and completely to advise the parties 
and the Commission of the specific issues of fact or law 
to be raised or controverted?
